The three victims are Indians 
from the Brokenhead reserve and were 
cremated as they lay sttpefied from the 
offects of liquor in a miserable  tepec 
constructed of bark, saplings and mud. 
Three tepees were constructed in the 
hush about thirty yards apart and in 
thom several families and parts of fam- 
ilies from the reserve were living. On 
Saturday, Baptiste Prince, Joe Smith 
and his squaw, Rosie Smith, came 
Winnipeg, and while in the city were 
supplied with liquor by some unknown 
person and returned to their camp 
a somewhat intoxicated condition. When 
they got back to their camp Georgi 
Kissias, who had also been out on a 
foraging expedition, ‘returned from the 
Stonewall district and brought with her 
two bottles of whisky. At night there

The sanctuary of morality and hap- 
piness must soon be profaned and 
destroyed under a system where the 
lady celebrates ‘her divorcement from 
her husband with all the eclat of a 
wedding, and) where the husband 
helps his wife to a divorce, settles an 
ificome on het, fand gives her away 
at’ her second wedding.
